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Tur Rev. A. G. Goldsmith, in his letter, : 
published in yestorday’s issue, hopes that 
the subject of Sunday Labour in the har- 
bour will not be permitted to slip into 
oblivion. We siuceroly trust this will not 
be the case, Theogitators for this reform 
have not recoived much encvuragement or 
sympathy from thoso in high places ‘in this 
Colony ; but, as their cause is a just one, 
they ought not to bo disheartened there-, 
by. We fear there is little chance of their 
bringing the Governor of this Colony to 
rightly appreciate the movement, The, 
speech he recently delivered breathed such 
aspirit of heartless materialism that there 
{a little hope of his yielding to the petition 
of those who aredcprived of their dry of 
reat. Outside Governmental circlea the. 
agitation has to encounter. the violent op- 
position of those who are opposed to overy- 
thing and anything that is of a Ohristion 
chatacter/‘and the secret antipathy orlake- 
warmness of a largor.class who think that 
their profita will be diminished if stonners 
and sailing shipycanuct be discharged on 
Sunday as on Baturday. Sir G. W, Dos 
Voewz, however, has not the final sy in 
the Government of the Colony, .and Mr 
Goldsmith and his friends must knock at 
the dor of the olonial Office until they. 
obtain a hearing, The sentiment in favour 
of Sunday rest is strong in England. “Em- 

ployers and employés oppreciate ‘the 
advantage of the relief from tho eloraal

DEATH OF COUNT. DE LUCA. 


T 0 Shanghai Courier of 29th ult. says: 
—Sveon at Church yesterday morning, and 
out walking on the Bubbling Well Road in 
the afternoon, the news of Count De Luca's, 
death this morning was almust incrodible. 
Bat it is a fact, and the portly figure uo 
longer breathes—another forcible Wlnstra- 
tion of the uncertnty of life. Tho deceas- 
ed Envoy and Minister Plenipotentiary of | 
tha Kuny of Italy was well known at the 
varioua ports in the Far East, holding ap- 
pointments as he did to Pcking, Siam. and : 
Corea, ancl with a short intermission in 1883 , 
and 1884, when he wax home dn teave, he 
haa resitled in theaa parts aines 1878, but 
chiefly at Poking and Shanghai. Count Da 
Luca was a Minister of high talanta and 
varied exporience. Born at Castellamare, 
neat Naples, in Marcli 1828, hu studied in 
Naples, and joined the. Conantar service of 
hia country in 1861, and in 1855 ho was ap- 
pointed Vice-Consul to Algiers, and subse~ 
quently served at Genoa, Malta, Marseilles, 
London, Lima (Poru), Gibralts, New Or- 
leans, and New York, and in 1878 he re- 
ceival the appointmont of Minister Resi-. 
dent and Consul-Guneral to China, and in 
1883 he was made Minister Plevipotentiary 
of the ascond class, and iu the same year he 
recoived the additional appointment of Mi- 
nister to the Kingof Siam. In the following 
year 1884 ho wasaont ou un extraordinary 
Mission to Corea.and hu concltied a treaty - 
of commerce and awity beset the two 
countries, and was appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary tho following year, He 
wore many decorations, and ainong others 
we was a Commanceur de Ordre dea S. S. 
Maurice ot Lemre, Grand Oordon de 
VOrdre Twpériai du Double Dragon, and 
Graud Ollicter du Bléphant Blane de Siam, 
Be was of o geniul disposition, and’ was 
much liked socially, and the graud ball he 
gave at the Country Club after bis return 
from Europe in 1884 was oue of the must 
brilliant assemblies ever seen in Shanghai. 
He leaves a widow and seven children, One 
of his sons ia in the LM. Customs service, 
avd another belongs to the Navy, Last ! 
week he entertained the Spanish Mioister 
on his departure home, at « farewoll dinuer, 
and had theu an.-ttick of apoplexy, but 
recovered, the doctors, however, stating 
that he could notlive very ong. But few 
knew this, and his death at twoo’cluck this 
morning surprised the community.
